The new Minaki map just issued by 
the topographical survey, department 
of the interior, and available to the 
public, cover's a tourists and hunters 
paradise.

The most outstanding feature of 
the production for the past year 
was the vast increase in the output 
of crude petroleum In 1924 Al¬ 
berta occupied but an insignificant 
place in the production of oil in 
Canada, hut in 1925 it suddenly 
took first place among ali the pro¬ 
vinces of the Dominion, producing 
more oil than all the others put to¬ 
gether. The comparison of pro¬ 
duction shows that in 1924 only 
844 barrels were produced with a 
value of $4135^ hut in 1925, 169, 
432 barrels were produc'd with a 
value of $768,837. The rest of 
Canada produced 148,821 barrels 
with a value of $429,318
